For a particularly good varia- 
tion she suggests, try brisket of 
beef with horseradish sauce, an 
inexpensive dish that is ranked as 
a delicacy in fancy restaurants 
To prepare brisket, simply sear 
it in cooking fat and then add salt- 
ed water to cover. Simmer in a 
closed pan, adding onions, potatoes, 
celery, or’any other favorite veget- 
able you desire. (Allow about a 
half pound of brisket per person, 
and for a four to five-pound piece, 
cook about 45 minutes to the 
pound or until tender.)

Pecans may come as a surprise 
jto some western homemakers, be- 
‘cause pecans are not grown com- 
jmercially in the west. The west 
is the home of walnuts, filberts, 
and almonds, but pecans, no. How- 
Mer, the nation’s pecan crop this 
jyear is so large—it is setting an 
all time record of 181 million 
pounds—that they are bound to be 
jconsiderably more prominent 
jamong nut supplies available to 
westerners this year.

Plentiful Food List include beef, 
jturkeys, frozen fish, raisins, onions, 
Emperor grapes, grapefruit, small 
navel oranges, dairy products, 
fats and oils, peanuts and
